The fact of the
matiter is my wardrobe is rather
deficient both in quality and quan-
tity, and hardly suited to this
salubrvious climate, which is very
much the same in temperature as
the “banana belt” of North Da-
kota.
It would be rather trying on me,
being of a sensitive disposition,
having been raised a pet, to be
seen around town these froaty
mornings decorated in a straw hat,
linen duster and wearing a pair of
low neckad shoes minus sox; so [
have cuncluded to linger yet a lit-
tle longor, waiting, only waiting,
till the clouds roll by.
